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PREFACE 


In  this  list  of  publications  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  give  an  ex- 
haustive record  of  the  published  work  of  the  members  of  the  Univer- 
sity's faculties.  In  general  only  the  contributions  in  the  different 
fields  of  specialization  have  been  included  here,  the  primary  purpose 
being  to  represent  the  productive  scholarship  and  research  of  the  Uni- 
versity. Even  off-prints,  reprints,  new  editions  have  not  been  men- 
tioned except  where  distinct  revision  or  addition  has  been  indicated. 
Personal  items,  too,  and,  as  a  rule,  official  and  public  papers  and  ad- 
dresses have  been  omitted.  Reviews,  when  in  the  author's  field  of 
speciaHzation,  have  been  referred  to,  but  without  specific  titles. 

In  the  emphasis  thus  put  on  research  and  contribution,  by  a  bibliog- 
raphy limited  as  this  is,  there  has  been,  of  course,  no  intention  to  dis- 
credit other  forms  of  academic  literature  or  other  forms  of  service  to 
the  University.  The  thought  has  been  simply  that  research  and  schol- 
arly contribution  are  of  peculiar  importance  and  that  this  published 
record  of  accomplishment  will  have  the  advantage  of  all  publicity, 
bringing  recognition,  whether  as  criticism  or  as  appreciation,  and  afford- 
ing stimulus.  A  university  needs  in  addition  to  effective  teaching  and 
administration,  a  constant  and  vigorous  interest  in  productive  scholar- 
ship and  research. 

The  record,  as  given  here,  covers  the  period  from  July  1st,  1909,  to 
June  30th,  1918,  and  is  in  continuation  of  a  similar  record  published 
by  the  University  Library  in  1909.  For  the  year  just  past,  1918-19,  a 
list  of  publications  will  be  appended  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Dean 
of  the  Graduate  School,  appearing  probably  in  November.  In  the 
future  the  Dean's  report,  it  is  expected,  will  give  for  each  year  the  rec- 
ord of  publications. 

That  the  preparation  of  this  pamphlet  has  involved  many  difficulties 
will  be  generally  appreciated.  Mistakes  of  form  and  matter  and  of 
judgment  there  are  bound  to  be.  The  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School 
has  had  much  help,  both  from  a  special  committee.  Professors  Alex- 
ander Ziwet  and  A.  L.  Cross,  and  from  the  University  Library,  but  as 
chief  editor  he  must  assume  the  responsibility  and,  wherever  appro- 
priate, offer  apology.
